In Terminal Emulation, you communicate with CompuServe by 
‘entering’ — that is, by typing characters and then pressing 0 (the 
carriage return or Enter key). (Nothing happens until you press 0. 
Then the instructions or information are sent to CompuServe.) For 
example, you select a menu choice by typing the appropriate 
number and then pressing 0. 


You can also select a menu choice by double-clicking 
anywhere on a line that begins with a choice number. 
Double-clicking on any other line is the same as 
pressing 0. 

When you’re through with a Terminal Emulation service, choose 
Leave from the File menu. 
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Terminal Emulation commands 


Navigation commands 

In Terminal Emulation, you can also enter navigation commands. 
At a prompt ending with ! you enter the one-letter command. At a 
prompt ending with : you first press / and then enter the command. 
Thus, you might enter T at the ! prompt, or /T at the : prompt. 

T (Top) takes you to the top or main menu of CompuServe services. 

B (Back) takes you back one page (screen) in a multi-page menu or 
article. 

M (Menu) takes you to the next higher menu in the CompuServe 
hierarchy. Often, 0 by itself will do the same thing. 

N (Next) selects the next choice on the menu you last selected from. 

R (Repeat) repeats the current display. 

S (Scroll) displays an article (any kind of report, news story, and so 
on) without pausing. You can enter S when you’ve started print¬ 
ing or logging {see Page 24) to copy a whole document without 
having to press 0 every time your screen fills up.
